Kaike, 21, both of Chicago, are dead, 
and Jack O. Shilbock, also of Chica- 
go, is probably fatally Injured as the 
result of an auto accident in which 
the car they were driving, a Marmoo 
Bight, crashed Into a tree Sunday 
morning while going at a high rate 
of speed. 

The accident occurred near Loon
